An area more than 300 feet square 
about the wreckage literally was cov- 
ered with debris, 

The plane, following its regular 
route from Albuquerque, N. M., to 
Los Angeles, on its last flight, had 
crashed into a pine tree 67 feet above 
the ground.

Dr. Westlake Gets Life for 
Slaying of Mrs. 
Sutton. 


Los Angeles, September 8.—(/)— 
Dr. Frank P. Westlake, 57, retired 
physician, faced life imprisonment to- 
day as the result of his conviction 
on a charge of murder. He was ac- 
cused of slaying Mrs, Laura.B. Sut- 
ton, of Artesia, a suburb, and dis- 

ing of her dismembered body in the 
Tr Angeles river last spring. 

The jury’s decision, returned late 
last night. after 24 hours’ delibera- 
tion, carried a recommendation of the 
life sentence. Formal sentence will 
be pronounced Tuesday. 

The conviction of the doctor closed , 
a case which baffled police for weeks. 
First intimation of the slaying came 
with the discovery of a woman's 
torso on the river bank after a storm! 
turned the usually dry bed into a 
torrent. Police sought to identify the 
body by investigating disappearances 
of women. and to locate the slayer 
by the clue given by an autopsy sur- 
geon who said that whoever dismem- 
bered the body understood at least 
the. rudiments of surgery. | 

The solution of the mystery fol-! 
lowed several weeks later when a| 
group of school boys, playing in the! 
river bed, found a skull. 

The autopsy surgeon established the 
fact that the skull belonged to the 
torso, and a dentist identified work he | 
had done for Mrs. Sutton. The limbs 
never were found. 

During the trial the state furnished | 
evidence that Dr. Westlake had' 
profited by the disappearance of Mrs. 
Sutton through forging her signature 
to various documents and deeds to 
her property. 


FLORIDA FRUIT BAN 
LESSENED STILL MORE 


Orlando, Fla., September 8. 2 
Rules governing the shipment of fruits 
and vegetables out of Florida have 
been lessened a bit more. 

The department of agriculture at 
Washington has issued administrative 
instructions permitting use of south- 
ern points for diversion of carlot ship- 
ments of most fruits and vegetables to 
northern points permitted by the quar- 
antine regulations, 

The following telegram was received 
last night at fruit fly headquarters 
in Orlando from Dr. C. L. Marlatt, 
chief of the plant quarantine and con- 
trol administration bureau, Washing- 
ton: 

“Administrative instructions issued 
by depertment today as follows: 
“Exeept as to unsterilized fruit pro- 
duced in eradication areas the destina- 
tion limits for ecarlot shipments pre 
scribed for Florida host fruits and 
vegetables in the Mediterranean fruit 
fly quarantine regulations will be in- 
terpreted to allow the movement under 
the conditions prescribed in the regu- 
lations and to areas therein designat- 
ed of such articles from Florida vis 
th: usual diversion points in the states 
of Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Tennesse for immediate diversions at 
such points to any point in the des 
tination areas authorized in the quar- 
antine regulations, provided that the 
waybills of all cars consigned -to di- 
version points in the states named 
shall bear a notation reading as fol- 
lows: 

“*This car must be diverted to des- 
tinations in states north of and in- 
cluding Virginia, Kentucky, Missouri, 
Kansas and Colorado.’ ”

Creation of a full modern language

However, students 
are accepted without high school

The schedule of courses is arranged 
for the benefit of those students who 
are working toward a degree or for a 
certificate of proficiency and who de- 
sire to complete their work. To do 
this will require that a student carry 
ten hours’ work per week during the 
first three years and twelve hours per 
week a year thereafter.

You believe that if you 
go to work all your time will be your 
own, you ‘will not have to ask father 
for money, you can be your own boss 
and even start right off building that 
nest for your loved one. 

Well, if you quit school there is no 
use denying that you won't be worry- 
ing about lessons, teachers, marks and 
examinations. But haven't you stopped 
to think that your problem will sim- 
ply take new form? Your worries 
will be about getting a job and hold- 
ing it, punching the time clock on the 
minute, getting along with the boss, 
and the matter of how soon you can 
get a raise.

From my experience with boys who 
quit too soon perhaps I can tell you 
something about your future.

The monotony of school will no 
longer pall on you—it was ceftainly 
awfully tiresome, wasn’t it, my son? 
The same teachers, the same room, 
the same subjects day in and day out. | 
All these things are now behind you. 
Instead you can have the fun of sit- 
ting at a machine and pulling the 
Same lever six hundred times a day 
for eight hours a day and five and a 
half oy more days a week.

In rebuttal I am glad to offer the 
following evidence: Among 1,499 tu- 
berculosis patients in sanitariums 
1,079 had been examined stripped the 
first time they consulted a physician; 
846 had been asked to inspire, expire 
and cough while the doctor listened 
with stethoscope. 


That, I can safely say, is an ex- | 


cellent reeord. It shows that physi- 
cians in general practice are a good 
deal more efficient than some of our 
job holding specialists would 
have us think. 

Specialists in all fields like to make 
people think that early and accurate 
diagnosis of anything in their special 
field is very difficult and demands ex- 
traordinary ability. ‘In most cases. of 
lung tuberculosis the diagnosis 1s sim- 
ple, for the disease is de initely estab- 
lished by the time the patient con- 
sents to have a proper medical exami- 
nation, and a proper examination 
means of course that the patient must 
be stripped to the waist.

‘report to the president for action, or 
report to congress for action. At 
resent the tariff commission reports 
acts and recommendations to _ the 
president. Thereupon the president 
has the power to raise or lower duties 
to an extent not exceeding 50 per 
cent of the existing duty. The al- 
ternative which the democrats and pro- 
gressive republicans will fight for this 
week is expres in spirit in a 
resolution by Senator King of Utah. 
The resolution provides that ‘the tariff 
commission shal) be an agency in the 
legislative branch of the government 
to aid the congress in the exercise 
of its legislative functions relating to 
customs duties.”

‘question of whether individual tariif 


changes from time to time shall be 
decreed by the president or enacted 
by congress.

Must Be Changes. 

It is now generally agreed that 
there must be changes in individual 
tariff rates from time to time without 
waiting for general revision of the 
whole tariff. ‘The time between gen- 
eral revisions is too long for business 
under modern conditions to accommo- 
date itself. The uumbers of years 
between the last six general 
revisions, including the present, have 
been three years from 1894 to 1987, 


12 years to 1909, four years to 1913, 


nine years to 1922, and seven years 
to 1929. The average is about seven 
years, Under modern conditions. 
within seven years a tariff on a spe- 
cifie commodity can become archaic 
as an oxcart. Within the past seven 
years great new industries have sprung

the power industry. ! 

In similar manner to the propa- 
ganda phase of the investigation, now 
nearly completed, the commissions 
inquiry into financial arrangements of 
utilities is expected to produce evi- 
dence that will prove of extreme pub- 
lic interest. Wes 

Revelations by the commission, 
which exposed for the first time the 
widespread extent of 
agencies fostered by the power indus- 
try, startled the nation. Sensational 
testimony relating to purchase of 13 
newspapers at a total cost of more 
than $10,000,000 by the International 
Paper & Power Co., featured the close 
of the propaganda hearings. 

Financial Set-Up Move. 

When hearings are resumed with- 
in a few days the commission ex- 
pects to place in the record a few re- 
maining documents relating to the 
propaganda phase and to listen to a 
defense by utility lawyers of that in- 
dustry’s activities. It will then 
launch into the financial angle of the 
inquiry which may require another 
year to complete. The inquiry was 
started in March, 1928, and open 
hearings have been in progress inter- 
mittently ever since. 

(Chief Counsel Robert FE. Healy, of 
the commission, has emerged from the 
investigation as a relentless prosecu- 
tor, though utilities witnesses have 
testified to his fairness. From the 
lips of utility executives and papers 
from their files he has built up a 
case showing propaganda in schools, 
press, rostrum and, in one case, even 
the pulpit.

Vermonter, his native state. His 
lanky frame, topped with snow-white 
crest of hair, dominates the hearing 
room.

TRIO OF DETROITERS 
UN TRIAL FOR MURDER 


Detroit, September 8.—4/)—A melo- 
drama which began the night of Janu- 
ary 0 with the barking of pistols and 
rifles before the office of Ralph A. 
Wood, Wyandotte real estate dealer, 
will have another act written with the 
murder trial of Wood, his business 
partner, Herbert L. Sullivan, and 
Cecil W. Holt, who acted as an in- 
former for Wood and police officers.

Wood, Holt and Sullivan are ac- 
cused of slaying Ambrose L. Hagerty, 
a 24-year-old Irish boy who had been 
employed as a private politeman. After 
Hagerty fell mortally wounded in a 
police ambush before Wood's office, 
charges and counter charges became 
so numerous and complicated that it 
required a one-man grand jury three 
months to investigate the case and 
submit a report. 

Before the night of January 9 Wood 
and Holt had gone to authorities with 
the declaration that Mrs. Grace M. 
Wood, estranged wife of Wood, was 
plotting against his life and had hired 
men to “take him for a ride” and 
leave him dead at the roadside. Mu- 
nicipal, county ard state officers de- 
cided to ambush the alleged would-be 


Wood was to put a pad in his hat 
and submit to a blackjacking. How- 
ever, when Hagerty, Taylor Pearce 
and William Thompson, alleged ac- 
complices, appeared before Wood's of- 
fice, Wood appeared at the door and 
immediately opened fire. There was 
general gun play and Hagerty fell, 
shot with 10 bullets. Pearce, Thomp- 
son and Mrs. Wood were arrested the 
same night. 

Wood said Holt was the man ‘who 
informed him first of the plot against 
his life. The next development in the 
case was the arrest of Wood and 
Holt on a charge of robbing a. bank 
at Sturgis, Mich., of $75,000. This) 
robbery took place December 17. Mrs. 
Wood, Pearce and Thompson said 


‘in discussion of sex problems and are 


they had suspected Wood of the rob- 
bery’ and that the men went to 
Wood's office the night of January 9 


to obtain evidence against Wood, not 
to kidnap and slay him. A few days 
after their arrest, Wood and Holt 
established rock-ribbed alibis and were 
exonerated. 

At the grand jury investigation 
Wood admitted he had served a year 
in an Idaho reformatory for robbery. 
Wood, Sullivan and Holt were  in- 
dicted for the murder of Hagerty.

The cotton market has been fairly ac- 
tive during the past week considering 
that the early portion of the period 
was interrupted by Labor Day holi- 
day and the last portion has been more 
or less under the shadow of’ the ap- 
proaching government report, Price 
fluctuations have been fairly wide in- 
cluding advances due to the drought 
in the west in the first days of. the} 
week and reactions later owing to the 
breaking of the drought by adequate 
rains which extended not only over 
most of the dry section of Texas but 
over Oklahoma as well. 

On Tuesday December contracts 
touched 19.75 the high point of the 
week at which level values were about 
32 points above the close of the pre- 
ceding Saturday and 159 points above 
the low level reached on the decline 
in mid-August by Thursday on the 
strength of the rain reported in Texag 
helped by increased hedge selling De- 
cember. had dropped to 19.12 a reac- 
tion of 63 points. 

This downward trend of prices was 
checked by a number of private crop 
reports giving greatly reduced esti- 
mates of the probable yield of the 
crop now beginning to move in volume. 
The average of these private estimates 
was in the neighborhood of 14,900,- 
000 bales creating the impression 
among many that the impending gov- 
ernment estimate will be about 15,- 
000.000 bales. 

This expectation of a considerably 
reduced government estimate while it 
checked the decline did not bring 
about much of a rally and the mar- 


ber back to 19.12 the iow point of 
the week. The expectation of a lower 
estimate is based on the reports of se- 
rious deterioration of the Texas crop 
plus something more than the usual 
August deterioration in the rest of the 
cotton belt. 

The movement of the crop to market 
during the past week assumed liberal 
proportions and the daily sales report- 
ed from southern markets indicate that 


the demand from spinners both domes- 
tic and foreign is broadening.

HEAT SLACKS RETAIL

New York, September 8.—()— 
With the Labor Day holiday and ex-

There was no evident change in fun- 
damental conditions, however, and 
prospects for fall trade were regarded 
optimistically in most quarters. 
Retail trade during the week slow- 
ed up to about the level of activity 
of the like week of last year, but 
industry generally maintained opera- 
tions at a substantially faster pace. 
While some of the heavy industries, 
notably steel, slowed up operations, 
availing themselves of the opportunity 


to make much needed repairs in many

Steel mills noted a further slacken- 
ing in new buying, but prices held 
steady. Mill operations were around

Consumption as reported for previous 
week continued to mount, and there 
was considerable nervousness lest keen 
competition force further .cutting of 
gasoline prices. Although the Califor- 
nia conservation law went into effect 
the first of the month, it now appears 
that it may take some time to put it 
into effect. 


Wheat prices were under pressure 
for a time, but rallied with improve- 
ment in foreign buying. Corn was 
firm, and there were rumors of se- 
rious crop deterioration during the hot 
weather. The outlook in cotton re- 
mains somewhat uncertain with re- 
ports varying as to the damage done 
by the drought. The government crop 
report is due next week and is 
anxiously awaited. Livestock prices 
sagged a little. 

Textiles were generally firm, and 
manufacturers active with good fall 
and winter clothing orders.

Tigations to soften again last week, 


which was one c* the dullest of the 
summer on the bond market. 

A feature of the thin trading was 
the slack demand for convertibles. 
The share privilege debentures have 
been carrying the heavy bulk of the | 
market's volume for many months and 
although they continued to do so dur- 
ing the past week, turnovers in the 
active issues slumped appreciably. 
American Telephone 4 1-2s, which 
have changed hands to the extent of 
about $5,000,000 par value in @ sin- 
gle day and which have normally trad- 
ed to the extent of $2,000,00, dropped 
below the $1,000,000 mark in sev- 
eral sessions. Other convertibles 
showed proportional slackening. Prices 
in this group suffered a setback of 
1 to 7 points in the stock market de- 
cline of Thursday, but most of the 


losses had been recovered by the end 
of Saturday's short session. 

The most interesting news item of 
the week was the announcement of 


the new treasury financing—a $500,-, 


000,000 issue of 4 7-8 per cent nine- 
month certificates of indebtedness. Al- 
though:‘a 5 per cent rate would not 
have been surprising, it was recalled 
that the June 15 issue of certificates, 
bearing a 5 1-8 per cent rate, had 
promptly sold at a sizeable premium 
and that the forthcoming offering was 
tax exempt. In view of this feature, 
there was slight disposition te  re- 
gard the 4 7-8 per cent figure as a 
forecast of easier money rates. 

Bond dealers feel, however, that the 
cost of time money, which has been 
8 3-4 to 9 per cent for all maturities 
for some time, has less influence on 
the current market than has the pub- 
lie’s utter indifference to the high 
yields offered by the coupon securities. 
Small investors make virtually no in- 
quiry for bonds and the market is 
kept alive by institutions and corpora- 
tions that either are not permitted 
to invest elsewhere or do not make a 
practice of lending money in the call 
market. 

New bond offerings continue neg- 
ligible, a fact that enables the mur- 
ket to maintain a sound technical po- 
sition. The volume of bonds on deal- 
ers’ shelves is reported to be relatire- 
ly small, another favorable factor. 
However, the long-delayed improve- 
ment seems to have been rather in- 
definitly postponed, although many ob- 
servers believe that a pronounced 
slump in stocks would send the public 
back to bonds. 

Issues floated during the week to- 
taled $8,976,000 compared with $6,- 
692,400 in the previous week and $54.- 
424.000 in the corresponding period 
of 1928. All but $1,000,000 of the 
new offerings was in municipals, *he 
principal borrower in that group be- 
ing the city of Milwaukee.

To glimpse the changes that the in- 
scrutable future. has in store for us 
must be the purpose of all the re- 
views of business that are printed. 
Were it otherwise their compilation 
and publication would .be a flagrant 
waste of time and money. This fla- 
grancy would be particularly con- 
spicuous just now when everybody 
seems to think that our present 
“planned prosperity” will last forever 

Of course, the abrogation of many 
fundamental economic laws is implied 
in this assumption of an uninterrupt- 
ed prosperity, but it is a theory that 
/is flawless if perfection and tireless- 
ness in men are also assumed, and 


in America at least it now seems to 


be taken for granted that the machin- 
ery of commerce, finance, industry 
and political economy will continue 
to move smoothly as long as the pres- 
ent generation of optimists are in 
charge of it. 

There are, however, a few “old fam- 
ily physicians” still left and it is 
hard to convince them that precedents 
are valueless. They insist that the 
hectic flush, excited pulse and rapid 
breathing that are now so general in- 
dicate a weak condition that will soon 
compel the patient to take a rest and 
may put him to bed. 

Wider View Taken. 

A somewhat wider acceptance of 
this view became apparent last week 
when the banking news both here and 
abroad laid fresh emphasis upon the 
widespread scarcity of credit that is 
becoming the most conspicuous fea- 
ture of the situation. One influence 
was the fear that the Bank of Eng- 
land would raise its. rate to 7 per 
cent. The raise was not made last 
week, and the tension was somewhat 
relieved. But most students of the 
situation think the step is merely de- 
ferred, for it may be taken for grant- 
ed that the willingness of American 
speculators to pay 8 or 9 per cent 
for call money with which to carry 
stocks will ultimately draw most of 
the world’s unemployed capital to this 
market, and intensify the shortage 
elsewhere. 

This is one of the fundamentals 
that eould not be set aside even by 
the exigencies of war and with the 
world at peace it would appear to be 
absolutely immutable. 

Of even more concern ig the appar- 
ently unending growth of brokers’ 
loans in this country. During August 
borrowings by the members of the 
New York Stock Exchange showed 
the unprecedented increase of $407,- 
825,000 to a new high total of $7,- 
881,619,000. The loans to brokers re- 
ported by the New York member 
banks of the reserve system jumped 
$137 ,000,000 last week, making a 
total increase of more than $400.000,- 
000 during the past three wecks. 

At a time when more money is 
needed to finance crop-moving and. the 
seasonal expansion in_ distributive 
trade which~ begins after Labor Day 
it is idle to thing that the securi- 
ties market can continue to gulp such 
huge weekly bites without starting 1 
drain on the reserve banks, and the 
figures suggest that seme liquidation 
is presently inescapable. 

Hence the stock market had some 
violent sinking spells last week, brok- 
ers are commencing to issue letters 
calling attention to the fact that the 
security issues that have declined 
since the first of January outnumber 
those that have advanced, and the 
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feeling that pervades speculative cir- 
cles is rather more cautious than it 
was. 


In the commodity markets there

important in their significance. In 
cotton there has been a thermometric 
and a barometric market. Aygust 
brought the usual crop scare, but it 
seems to have exhausted itself, and 
prices yielded when scattered rains 
were reported.

The other commodity markets have 
been mostly steady to firm. This is 
particularly true of silk, which is 
sustained by a high consumption and 
the seasonal falling off in shipments 
from eo and of sugar, in which 
the unsold balance of the Cuban su 
ply has been taken over by a single 
selling agency that will not accept 
present bids. The grains are still 
nervously waiting for export buying 
to absorb the temporary surplus. 

A renewal of strength in copper is 
beginning to attract attention. It was 
marked up to 18 1-4 cents after Labor 
aay and some “tect owe it will go 
to 20 cents. per is “managed 
market.” The last  obiaiinn was over- 
done, but buying has now picked up 
again and the producers ure in a posi- 
tion. to try once more for better prices. 

No significant change has appeared 
in industrial reports. Most of the big 
industries are below their peak but still 
exceptionally active and confident 
though the likelihood of curtailment 
in automobile and tire manufacturing 
is obvious. 

From overseas the news is encourag- 
ing. Philip Snowden has returned to 
England in triumph. His settlement 
of the controversy that arose at The 
Hague has increased his popularity, 
and strengthened the hold that the 
liberal party has upon the country. 

The news from Palestine and Arabia 
is also reassuring, and the Arabs ap- 
pear to be showing a more accommo- 
dating disposition toward both the 
Jews and the English. There is no 
doubt, however, that their change of 
attitude was brought about by the 
promptness with which the English re 


sorted to the use of their army and 


navy when it was necessary, and it is 
feared that the result will have the 
effect of making it a little more dif- 
ficult to bring about the disarmament 
for which the administration of the 
United States is supposed to be work- 
ing. 

The experience of the Jews in 
Arabia has convinced many small na- 
tions that a big brother is a good 
thing to have in the family, and that 
if this big brother has big fists and 
courage he is not thereby rendered 
less desirable. 

The row between China and Russia 
that threatened seems to have evap- 
orated at least in so far as the news 
dispatches are concerned. An engage- 
ment to arbitrate has been formally 
announced, and most advices from 
China seem to indicate that things are 
getting back to normal there. The 
400,000,000 people who inhabit China 
are the most industrious group in the 
world, individually considered, and it 
is a great pity that they cannot be 
occidentalized, if ‘such a word is per- 
missible, 

In so far as this country is con- 
cerned, the outlook seems entirely sat- 
isfactory. Legitimate trade is good. 
If the stock market declines there- may 
be some slack to take up, but this is 
about the only possibility that sug- 
gests the need of caution, and there 
seems to be every reason for expecting 
a good business next winter if we get 
through the crop-moving period with 
out-having to pay painfully high rates 
for credit.

| known as an author and poet, died

Mr. Carroll had been ill only a few
